PATERSON REVOLVING HAMMER GUNS 


There seems to be very little information available as to the various 
models of the hammer type revolving Paterson guns. There are certain 
characteristics, however, which follow closely the Paterson hand guns 
of the same period, except that all these revolving rifles have the early 
collar and key revolving mechanism. Those with square back cylinder 
seem to be the earliest type, and correspond to the A type of revolvers 
(Renwick classification), while the rounded cylinders correspond more 
or less to the B type, so we will classify them that way. All are six shot 
and cylinders turn to the left, and have never seen one that is rifled. 


This is a very unusual Model A, 58 cal., powder and ball, with 34” barrel. It 
was styled by Mr. Hegeman, “The Big Paterson.” It has no number, but is 
called, in his inventory, Model 1836. There is no loading lever. Stock has 
cheekpiece with checkered grip. There is no original finish, but piece is 
in good working order. On the bottom of the frame there is a circular 
milling on each side, suggesting that the piece has been used at some time 
with a swivel. A very unusual and rare piece.

Ferry arsenal, beginning 1803. There were very few rifle regiments, the common 
arm being the smooth bore flintlock musket. These early Harpers Ferrys had a 
great deal of service. They were used in the War of 1812, in the Seminole War,

PERCUSSION PISTOLS 


The Reverend Alexander Forsythe, a Scottish minister, was granted a patent 
on the percussion lock in 1807. The first percussion ignition was a pill, then 
strip caps were made, and small tubes, the present percussion cap being invented 
probably by an American named Shaw, about 1821. This was a great improve- 
ment in the ignition of firearms, but like every other improvement, it was fought 
by the military boards and by gunsmiths who still, for many years, thought the 
flintlock ignition was superior.

This was a great improvement in the ignition of 
firearms, but like every other invention it was fought by military boards, and 
by gunsmiths who still for many years, thought the Flintlock ignition was 
superior.

TINDERLIGHTERS 


In this modern age when it is so simple to make fire by just striking a 
match, it is interesting to consider how difficult it was to make fire only & 
little more than a century ago. In the early 18th Century tinder boxes were 
carried containing rotten wood or roasted cloth in bone dry condition, also 
a piece of flint and piece of steel to strike a spark. This had to be done in the 
hand. A spark had to be struck and the tinder set alight, and then a small bit 
of grass or sliver of wood set alight from this tinder spark. A long ‘process 
The tinderlighter employing the Flint gun lock to make a generous spark which 
had to fall directly into the pan filled with tinder was a wonderful improvement. 
Most of these tinder lighters also have a compartment for little slivers of 
wood called spills which were sulphur dipped, so they would catch fire easily 
Many of these lighters had candle holders on the side so that candles could 
be lighted from the spills. These interesting tinderlighters were made by gun 
smiths whose workmanship on most is very fine. Some of the earliest ones are 
a bit crude.

TINDERLIGHTERS 


In this modern age when it is so simple to make fire by just striking a 
match, it is interesting to consider how difficult it was to make fire only a 
little more than a censury ago. In the early 18th century tinder boxes were 
carried containing rotten wood or roasted cloth in bone dry condition, also 
a piece of flint and piece of steel to strike a spark. This had to be done in the 
hand. A spark had to le struck and the tinder set alight, and then a small bit 
of grass or sliver of wood set alight from this tinder spark. A long process. 
The tinderlighter employing the Flint gun lock to make a generous spark which 
had to fall directly into the pan filled with tinder was a wonderful improvement. 
Most of these tinder lighters also have a compartment for little slivers of wood 
called spills which were sulphur dipped, so they would catch fire easily. Many 
of these lighters had candle holders on the side so that candles could be lighted 
from the spills. These interesting tinderlighters were made by gunsmiths whose 
workmanship on most is very fine. Some of the earliest ones are a bit crude. 
They were highly prized in bygone times and are becoming rare. We are offer- 
g some interesting types from Dr. Buck’s collection, never before offered in our 
catalogs.

COMMITTEE OF SAFETY AND REVOLUTIONARY F. L. MUSKETS 


No military muskets in any amount were made in America before the 
Revolution, as practically all were brought from England. When trouble began 
in the colonies, an embargo was put on arms. When this occurred in 1774, the 
various colonies gave orders to local gunsmiths for military flint muskets. They 
were of no special pattern. Some were pinned after the pattern of the Brown 
Bess; while others were made on the French Charleville pattern. They are 
identified today by having barrels without the usual English or French proof- 
marks, and by having stocks of American wood. Some makers used English 
and French locks; others used locally made locks. Genuine committee of safety 
muskets are getting very hard to find. They were made in 1775 and the other 
early Revolutionary years. 


K130. This F. L. musket is an authentic committee of safety. 52” over all with 
a 37” barrel of 70 cal.

KENTUCKY RIFLES

FOREIGN PERCUSSION PISTOLS AND REVOLVERS 


The Rev. Alexander Forsyth, a Scottish minister, was granted a patent on 
the percussion lock in 1807. The first percussion ignition was a powder, then a 
pill, then the fulminate was put in small copper tubes, then came strip caps, 
and then the present percussion cap was invented probably by an American 
named Shaw about 1821. This was a great improvement in the ignition of 
firearms, but like every other invention it was fought by military boards, and 
by gunsmiths who still for many years, thought the flintlock ignition was 
superior.

COMMITTEE OF SAFETY AND REVOLUTIONARY F. L. MUSKETS 


No military muskets in any amount were made in America before the 
Revolution, as practically all were brought from England. When trouble began 
in the colonies, an embargo was put on arms. When this occurred in 1774, the 
various colonies gave orders to local gunsmiths for military flint muskets. They 
were of no special pattern. Some were pinned after the pattern of the Brown 
Bess; while others were made on the French Charleville pattern. They are identi- 
fied today by having barrels without the usual English or French proofmarks, 
and by having stocks of American wood. Some makers used English and French 
locks; others used locally made locks. Genuine committee of safety muskets are 
getting very hard to find. They were made in 1775 and the other early Revolu- 
tionary years. 

The Common Arm used by both sides in the Revolution was the Brown Bess 
smooth bore musket. 

K239. American Committee of Safety flintlock musket. 57%” over all with a 
42” 72 caliber bbl. without proof marks. Full length walnut pinned stock.

KENTUCKY RIFLES 


There is no firearm made in America more historic or colorful than the 
Kentucky Rifle. It developed early in the 18th century and was built in small 
village gun shops, many of which were in Pennsylvania. The earliest dated one 
we ever have seen made in Pennsylvania carried the date of 1702, but rifles were 
made in the Eastern States much earlier. We have noted one made in New 
Sweden, Delaware, dated 1656, and we also have owned a sporting rifle made at 
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Kennebec River, Massachusetts, by James Phipps, about 1650. The Kentucky 
won the Western Wilderness and also the Revolutionary War. These rifles sell 
about as fast as we can find them.

FOREIGN PERCUSSION PISTOLS AND REVOLVERS 


The Rev. Alexander Forsyth, a Scottish minister, was granted a patent on 
the percussion lock in 1807. The first percussion ignition was a powder, then a 
pill, then the fulminate was put in small copper tubes, then came strip caps, 
and then the present percussion cap was invented probably by an American 
named Shaw about 1821. This was a great improvement in the ignition of fire- 
arms, but like every other invention it was fought by military boards, and by 
gunsmiths who still for many years, thought the flintlock ignition was superior.

NEW ENGLAND COLONIAL RIFLES 


Contrary to the general impression, rifles were made in New England at 
least fifty years before they were made in Pennsylvania. We have owned a 
flintlock rifle made by James Phipps, father of Sir William Phipps, famous Mas- 
sachusetts governor, which was made at Kennebeck River, Massachusetts in 
1650. This rifle is now in the Smithsonian in Washington. We recently owned 
a doglock flint fat belly 62 calibre rifle made by Enoch Bolton in Boston about 
1665. In the Renwick collection is a graceful small bore rifle made in New 
Sweden, Delaware and dated 1656. The earliest dated Kentucky rifle of record 
is 1702. There were many other New England makers, some never listed, whose 
arms we have owned. Major Renwick is now completing a book which will give 
exact information about these early Colonial rifles, information which has 
never been available before. We do not know the exact publishing date at this 
time. 

K220. 17th Century Colonial flintlock rifled musket by Timothy Wadsworth, a 
Boston gunsmith at work in 1690. 60%” over all with 46” 60 cal. bbl. 
Odd fat belly stock showing the wheel-lock and snaphaunce influence. 
Front and rear sights. The barrel is half octagon and shows fine work- 
manship and is signed T. Wadsworth near breech. Broad rounded lock 
plate, frizzen without bridle and gooseneck cock. Iron lock strap. The 
tang screw is put in from the underside inside trigger guard which is 
iron. Also iron butt plate. The rifling shows at muzzle, but the rifling 
in the barrel is either worn out or was bored out years ago. Three iron 
ramrod pipes and wooden rod. Evidently a military piece for it had 
swivels for carrying strap, the lower one is missing. The rifle weighs

New England maker. This rifle is a trifle under 60” over all with a 40” 
82 cal. bbl. with 11 grooves. The barrel shows superior workmanship, 
as it has an interrupted rib running forward 9” from the breech with 
the maker’s name, J. Wright. The rib is interrupted for three inches 
where a notch rear sight is keyed in, then the rib continues for another 
20 inches. A knife blade front sight is keyed in at muzzle. Plain 
rounded lock plate with gooseneck cock. Pan with fence but no bridle. 
Tang screw fastened from bottom inside trigger guard which is of brass. 
Also has brass butt plate. Three brass ramrod pipes and iron ramrod. 
Full length stock which is either maple or birch. The rifle shows fine 
workmanship and is, of course, a military rifle. The rifling has either 
been shot out or bored out, as it only shows clearly at muzzle. Weight 
12 lbs. As there is no record we have found yet of J. Wright, we cannot 
give his exact time. Rifle probably was made between 1680 and 1710.

K-222. Breech loading flintlock rifle with cartridge by John Cookson, Boston. 
(Illustrated on Catalog cover). We believe this to be the first breech 
loading flint gun taking a metallic cartridge ever made in America. 
John Cookson joined the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in 
Boston in 1701 and he was active until 1762. We believe this rifle was 
made in the Queen Anne period, perhaps about 1710. It is a sporting 
rifle, 44” overall with a 28” 62 cal. bbl. with a slight flare at muzzle. 
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The rifling is nearly shot out. Has front and rear sights. The stock 
is the early type showing much wheel-lock influence and the trigger 
guard is straight wheel-lock type. The barrel is hinged on top to 
standing breech and is released by a button under barrel inside trigger 
guard. It swings up to load. The cartridge is made of steel, 2%” long 
with a lug on one side which fits into recess at breech co that the vent 
in the base of the cartridge will be exactly opposite the touch hole. 
Round lock plate with signature “John Cookson, Boston.” Gooseneck 
cock. The gun shows superior workmanship. A great rarity of museum 
quality. SOLD. 





U. S. FLINTLOCK MILITARY SHOULDER ARMS 


The first U. S. Military F. L. Musket was the 1795 model made at the Spring- 
field Armory. It was modeled after the 1763 French F. L. musket which was 
considered the best military musket of that period. Harpers Ferry Arsenal started 
work in 1802, making a slightly different model. The 1795 Springfield was not 
dated until 1799 when the date was stamped on the heel of the butt plate. They 
began dating the locks in 1802.

NEW ENGLAND COLONIAL RIFLES 


Contrary to the general impression, rifles were made in New England at 
least fifty years before they were made in Pennsylvania. We have owned a flint- 
lock rifle made by James Phipps, father of Sir William Phipps, famous Massa- 
chusetts governor, which was made at Kennebeck River, Massachusetts in 1650. 
This rifle is now in the Smithsonian in Washington. We recently owned a 
doglock flint fat belly 62 calibre rifle made by Enoch Bolton in Boston about 1665. 
In the Renwick Collection is a graceful small bore rifle made in New Sweden, 
Delaware and dated 1656. The earliest dated Kentucky rifle of record is 1702. 
There were many other New England makers, some never listed, whose arms we 
have owned. Major Renwick is now completing a book which will give exact in- 
formation about these early Colonial rifles, information which has never been 
available before. We do not know the exact publishing date at this time. We 
have none on hand at the moment but expect to have one or two within a short 
time. If you are interested, let us know. 
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U. S. FLINTLOCK MILITARY SHOULDER ARMS 


The first U. S. military flintlock musket was the 1795 model made at the 
Springfield Armory. It was modeled after the 1763 French flintlock musket 
which was considered the best military musket of that period. Harpers Ferry 
Arsenal started work in 1802, making a slightly different model. The 1795 
Springfield was not dated until 1799 when the date was stamped on the heel of 
the butt plate. They began dating the locks in 1802.

No other antique arm has quite the same appeal to the average person as the 
Blunderbuss, designed for deadly short range shooting. The flare of the barrel 
was probably designed not only for wide distribution of the charge but also for 
ease in loading. Most of those found in this country are English made. The old 
Arsenal records show that they were regular equipment in the Navy. They were 
also used by customs men, Coast Guard and of course on the English stage- 
coaches as defense against Highwaymen. 

These interesting old weapons are now getting very scarce. We have re- 
cently imported a few from England, the first we have seen since the war.

This rifle is now in the Smithsonian in Washington. We recently owned 
doglock flint fat belly 62 calibre rifle made by Enoch Bolton in Boston about 16!

While the common arm used on both sides in this Revolution was the Bro 
Bess flint musket, a great many French Model 1763 and 1777 muskets were us¢ 
as we bought many thousands from France.

U. S. MILITARY CARTRIDGE RIFLES 


After Gettysburg, the Union Salvage Corps picked up 36,000 muzzle loading 
muskets from the battlefield. Of these, 12,000 were found to contain two or more 
loads. One was loaded nearly to the muzzle. It was estimated that about 35 
percent of the Infantry were not firing at all, as they forgot to cap their pieces. 
After getting this proof of failure, the brass hats decided that perhaps there was 
some merit in the breech loader after all, for the soldier couldn’t get but one 
cartridge in the breech at a time. After the war, proposals were sent out for 
breech loading arms and many models and alterations were submitted. The Allin 
Alteration was adopted and became the Springfield B L rifle, model 1865, calibre 
58 R F and using the same barrels, stocks and altered locks of the 1861 model 
muzzle loading rifles.

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NEW ENGLAND COLONIAL ARMS 


Contrary to the general impression, rifles were made in New England at 
least fifty years before they were made in Pennsylvania. We have owned a flint- 
lock rifle made by James Phips, father of Sir William Phips, famous Massa- 
chusetts governor, which was made at Kennebeck River, Massachusetts, in 1650. 
This rifle is now in the Smithsonian in Washington. We recently owned a 
doglock flint fat belly 62 calibre rifle made by Enoch Bolton in Boston about 
1665. In the Renwick Collection is a graceful small bore rifle made in New 
Sweden, Delaware, and dated 1656. The earliest dated Kentucky rifle of record 
is 1702. There were many other New England makers, some never listed, whose 
arms we have owned. Major Renwick is now completing a book which will 
give exact information about these early Colonial rifies, information which has 
never been available before. We do not know the exact publishing date at 
this time, but will be glad to book your order. There will be two volumes. 





NEW ENGLAND RIFLES 


There were many fine craftsmen in New England who made rifles for mili- 
tary and sporting use from about 1740. We list here a few fine 18th Century 
rifles, nearly all the type that would classified as military and sporting type, 
made in Maine, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut. Many of these 
listed below will be illustrated and described in the Renwick book of New Eng- 
land rifles to be published soon.

While the common arm used on both sides in this Revolution was the Brown 
Bess flint musket, a great many French Model 1763 and 1777 muskets were 
used, as we bought many thousands from France. The ones which are proved 
as actually issued are stamped “U. S.” either on the lock or barrel or both, 
and sometimes they have “U. States” branded in the butt stocks. Many Com- 
mittee of Safety muskets were used, as contracts were made with small arms 
makers all over the Colonies in 1775 and 1776 after England put the embargo 
on arms. These Committee of Safety arms are now very rare and valuable. 

K-104 Committee of Safety F L musket by unknown American maker. 51” 
over all with 37” 75 cal. bbl. without any proof marks. Pinned Ameri- 
can walnut stock to within 614” of muzzle. A plain flint lock with 
gooseneck cock.

U. S. FLINTLOCK MILITARY SHOULDER ARMS 


The first U. S. military flintlock musket was the 1795 model made at the 

Springfield Armory. It was modeled after the 1763 French flintlock musket 

which was considered the best military musket of the period. Harpers Ferry 

Arsenal started work in 1802, making a slightly different model. The 1795 Spring- 

field was not dated until 1799 when the date was stamped on the heel of the 

butt plate. They began dating the locks in 1802. 

K-01 U. S. flintlock musket model 1795-1808 exactly as illustrated on Plate 
12 Hicks’ “U. S. Ordnance.” This has 441%” 69 cal. bbl. with bayonet 
lug on top of bbl.

U. S. MILITARY CARTRIDGE RIFLES 


After Gettysburg, the Union Salvage Corps picked up 36,000 muzzle loading 
muskets from the battlefield. Of these, 12,000 were found to contain two or 
more loads. One was loaded nearly to the muzzle. It was estimated that about 
35 percent of the Infantry were not firing at all, as they forgot to cap their 
pieces. After getting this proof of failure, the brass hats decided that perhaps 
there was some merit in the breech loader after all, for the soldier couldn’t 
get but one cartridge in the breech at a time. After the war, proposals were 
sent out for breech loading arms and many models and alterations were sub- 
mitted. The Allin Alteration was adopted and became the Springfield B. L. 
rifle, model 1865, calibre 58 R. F. and using the same barrels, stocks and altered 
locks of the 1861 model muzzle loading rifles.

BLUNDERBUSSES AND BLUNDERBUSS PISTOLS 


“ No other antique arm has quite the same appeal to the average person as 
the Blunderbuss, designed for deadly short range shooting. The flare of the 
barrel was probably designed not only for wide distribution of the charge, but 
also for ease in loading. Most of those found in this country are English 
made. The old Arsenal records show that they were regular equipment in the 
Navy. They were also used by customs men, Coast Guard, and of course on 
the English stagecoaches as defense against Highwaymen. These interesting 
old weapons are now getting very scarce. We have recently imported a few 
from England, the first we have seen since the war. 

K-242 Rare George III double flintlock blunderbuss by Verncomb of Bristol. 
32” over all with 17” double flare barrels with nearly an inch bore. Full 
length walnut stock with checkered wrist. Brass trigger guard and 
butt plate with pineapple finial.

These heavy Dragoon 44 cal. military revolvers were about the first models turned 
out in the Hartford factory which began to operate in 1848. They were a modi- 
fied Walker model, with the square guard and round stops. They were stamped 
“U.S. Dragoons.” The later models were stamped “U.S.M.R.” for U. S. Mounted 
Rifles. 

K-1 Colt 1st mod. Dragoon with square back guard and round stops. This 
one brand new and we believe never fired, but it hasn't had good care 
and there are some rust spots.

NEW ENGLAND COLONIAL ARMS 


Contrary to the general impression, rifles were made in New England at 
least fifty years before they were made in Pennsylvania. We have owned a flint- 
lock rifle made by James Phips, father of Sir William Phips, famous Massa- 
chusetts governor, which was made at Kennebeck River, Massachusetts, in 1650. 
This rifle is now in the Smithsonian in Washington. We recently owned a 
doglock flint fat belly 62 calibre rifle made by Enoch Bolton in Boston about 
1665. In the Renwick Collection is a graceful small bore rifle made in New 
Sweden, Delaware, and dated 1656. The earliest dated Kentucky rifle of record 
is 1702. There were many other New England makers, some never listed, whose 
arms we have owned. Major Renwick is now completing a book which will 
give exact information about these early Colonial rifles, information which has 
never been available before. We do not know the exact publishing date at 
this time, but will be glad to book your order. There will be two volumes. 





NEW ENGLAND RIFLES 


There were many fine craftsmen in New England who made rifles for mili- 
_tary and sporting use from about 1740. We list here a few fine 18th Century 
rifles, nearly all the type that would be classified as military and sporting type, 
made in Maine, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut. Many of these 
listed below will be illustrated and described in the Renwick book of New Eng- 
land rifles to be published soon.

REVOLUTIONARY FLINTLOCK MUSKETS 


While the common arm used on both sides in this Revolution was the Brown 
Bess flint musket, a great many French Model 1763 and 1777 muskets were 
used, as we bought many thousands from France. The ones which are proved 
as actually issued are stamped “U. S.” either on the lock or barrel or both, and 
sometimes they have “U. States” branded in the butt stocks. Many com- 
mittee of Safety muskets were used, as contracts were made with small arms 
makers all over the Colonies in 1775 and 1776 after England put the embargo 
on arms. These Committee of Safety arms are now very rare and valuable.

Harpers Ferry Arsenal 
started work in 1802, making a slightly different model. The 1795 Springfield 
was not dated until 1799 when the date was stamped on the heel of the butt 
plate. They began dating the locks in 1802.

U. S. MILITARY CARTRIDGE RIFLES 


After Gettysburg, the Union Salvage Corps picked up 36,000 muzzle loading 
muskets from the battlefield. Of these, 12,000 were found to contain two or 
more loads. One was loaded nearly to the muzzle. It was estimated that about 
35 percent of the Infantry were not firing at all, as they forgot to cap their 
pieces. After getting this proof of failure, the brass hats decided that perhaps 
there was some merit in the breech loader after all, for the soldier couldn’t 
get but one cartridge in the breech at a time. After the war, proposals were 
sent out for breech loading arms and many models and alterations were sub- 

mitted. The Allin Alteration was adopted and became the Springfield B. L. 

rifle, model 1865, calibre 58 R. F. and using the same barrels, stocks and altered 

locks of the 1861 model: muzzle loading rifles.

THE KENTUCKY RIFLE 


Product of American genius, born of necessity, it astonished the world with its 
accuracy. It won the Revolutionary War and secured our frontiers. Made in 
small back country gunshops with primitive tools, it emerged a truly unique 
American weapon.

MATCHLOCK ARMS 


A matchlock makes an interesting addition to any arms collection, as it was the 
first lock that was made with a spring and could be controlled with a trigger. 
They were first made about the middle of the 15th Century and continued in 
use for over 150 years. The Pilgrims when they landed in Plymouth were 
equipped with old European matchlocks, of course obsolete at that time. They 
were made quite late in Japan, as they were probably still using matchlocks 
when the islands were opened up for trade.

WHEEL-LOCK ARMS 


The principal of obtaining a spark from striking flint and steel to discharge a 
firearm was first used in the wheel-lock ignition. Invented early in 1500, the 
wheel-lock was very similar to the match-lock, but was discharged by what 
may be described as the first mechanical method. A hammer held a piece of 
pyrites against a grooved wheel which was wound against a spring clockwise, 
a key or spanner being used for this purpose. When the trigger was pressed, 
the grooved wheel revolved at speed, sending a stream of sparks from the 
pyrites into the flash pan. The wheel-lock was considered a fairly reliable 
weapon and by 1580 Germany was producing all steel wheel-lock pistols. The 
rifling of barrels had by then been invented, and rifled wheel-locks were not 
uncommon.

the vent set off the charge. The first settlers at the Plymouth Colony wer:

Perry opened wu} 
the Islands for trade in 1854.

WHEEL-LOCK ARMS 


The principal of obtaining a spark from striking flint and steel to discharge a 
firearm was first used in the wheel-lock ignition. Invented early in 1500, the 
wheel-lock was very similar to the match-lock, but was discharged by what may 
be described as the first mechanical method. A hammer held a piece of pyrites 
against a grooved wheel which was wound against a spring clockwise, a key or 
spanner being used for this purpose. When the trigger was pressed, the grooved 
wheel revolved at speed, sending a stream of sparks from the pyrites into the 
flash pan. The wheel-lock was considered a fairly reliable weapon and by 1580 
Germany was producing all steel wheel-lock pistols. The rifling of barrels had 
by then been invented, and rifled wheel-iocks were not uncommon.

NEW ENGLAND COLONIAL ARMS 


Contrary to the general impression, rifles were made in New England at 
least fifty years before they were made in Pennsylvania. We have owned a flint- 
lock rifle made by James Phipps, father of Sir William Phipps, famous Massa- 
chusetts governor, which was made at Kennebeck River, Massachusetts, in 1650. 
This rifle is now in the Smithsonian in Washington. We recently owned a 
doglock flint fat belly 62 calibre rifle made by Enoch Bolton in Boston about 
1665. In the Renwick Collection is a graceful small bore rifle made in New 
Sweden, Delaware, and dated 1656. The earliest dated Kentucky rifle of record 
is 1702. There were many other New England makers, some never listed, whose 
arms we have owned. Major Renwick is now completing a book which will give 
exact information about these early Colonial rifles, information which has neve1 
been available before. We do not know the exact publishing date at this time 
but will be glad to book your order. There will be two volumes. 
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NEW ENGLAND RIFLES 


There were many fine craftsmen in New England who made rifles for mili- 
tary and sporting use from about 1740. We list here a few fine 18th Century 
rifles, nearly all the type that would be classified as military and sporting type, 
made in Maine, Massachusetts, Rhode Isiand and Connecticut. Many of these 


Will be illustrated and described in the Renwick book of New England rifles to 
be published soon. 





REVOLUTIONARY FLINTLOCK MUSKETS 


While the common arm used on both sides in this Revolution was the Brown 

Bess flint musket, a great many French Model 1763 and 1777 muskets were 

used, aS we bought many thousands from France. The ones which are proved 

as actually issued are stamped “U.S.” either on the lock or barrel or both, and 
sometimes they have “U. States” branded in the butt stocks. Many committee 
of Safety muskets were used, as contracts were made with small arms makers 
all over the Colonies in 1775 and 1776 after England put the embargo on arms. 

These Committee of Safety arms are now very rare and valuable. 

K-83 Model 1763 Revolutionary War Charleville F L musket. The best musket 
used in the Revolution and purchased from France. This has had a 
great deal of use but is complete except for sling swivels and mechan- 
ically sound.

U. S. MILITARY CARTRIDGE RIFLES 


After Gettysburg, the Union Salvage Corps picked up 36,000 muzzle loading mus- 

kets from the battlefield. Of these, 12,000 were found to contain two or more 

loads. One was loaded nearly to the muzzle. It was estimated that about 35 

percent of the Infantry were not firing at all, as they forgot to cap their pieces. 

After getting this proof of failure, the brass hats decided that perhaps there was 

some merit in the breech loader after all, for the soldier couldn’t get but one 

cartridge in the breech at a time. After the war, proposals were sent out for 
breech loading arms and many models and alterations were submitted. The 

Allin Alteration was adopted and became the Springfield B L rifle, model 1865, 

calibre 58 R F and using the same barrels, stocks and altered locks of the 1861 

model muzzle loading rifles.

We are changing this catalog a bit, putting the arms in more or less chronologi- 
cal order — the earliest weapons first. 


MATCHLOCKS 


After the hand cannon, the matchlock was the earliest type of firearm fired 
from the shoulder and using a simple lock with serpentine and trigger often 
made in one piece. The serpentine held the slow match and the trigger pulled 
the lighted match down on the open pan of powder. The flame going through 
the vent set off the charge. The first settlers at the Plymouth Colony were 
armed with these matchlock muskets, although they were obsolete at that time. 
European nations stopped making matchlocks around 1550, but the oriental na- 
tions kept on. Japan was still using matchlocks when Com. Perry opened up 
the Islands for trade in 1854. 


K-1 Japanese matchlock musket 49 inches O. A. with a 37 inch octagon bar- 
rel with antique cannon muzzle. Brass lock, serpentine and pan cover.

WHEEL-LOCK ARMS 


The principal of obtaining a spark from striking flint and steel to discharge a 
firearm was first used in the wheel-lock ignition. Invented early in 1500, the 
wheel-lock was very similar to the match-lock, but was discharged by what may 
be described as the first mechanical method. A hammer held a piece of pyrites 
against a grooved wheel which was wound against a spring clockwise, a key or 
spanner being used for this purpose. When the trigger was pressed, the grooved 
wheel revolved at speed, sending a stream of sparks from the pyrites into the 
flash pan. The wheel-lock was considered a fairly reliable weapon and by 1580 
Germany was producing all steel wheel-lock pistols. The rifling of barrels had 
by then been invented, and rifled wheel-locks were not uncommon. 


V-l 17th century heavy German wheel lock rifled arquebus made and signed 
by Melen Beck in Giesen. 41 inches O. A. with 27 inch octagon barrel 
with open sights rifled about 65 cal.

FLINTLOCK BLUNDERBUSSES 


No other antique arm has quite the same appeal to the average person as the 
Blunderbuss, designed for deadly short range shooting. The flare of the barrel 
was probably designed not only for wide distribution of the charge, but also for 
ease in loading. Most of those found in this country are English made. The 
old Arsenal records show that they were regular equipment in the Navy. They 
were also used by customs men, Coast Guard and of course on the English 
stagecoaches as defense against Highwaymen. These interesting old weapons 
are now getting very scarce.

NEW ENGLAND COLONIAL ARMS 


Contrary to the general impression, rifles were made in New England at 
least fifty years before they were made in Pennsylvania. We have owned a flint- 
lock rifle made by James Phips, father of Sir William Phips, famous Massa- 
chusetts governor, which was made at Kennebeck River, Massachusetts, in 1650. 
This rifle is now in the Smithsonian in Washington. We recently owned a 
doglock flint fat belly 62 calibre rifle made by Enoch Bolton in Boston about 
1665. In the Renwick Collection is a graceful small bore rifle made in New 
Sweden, Delaware, and dated 1656. The earliest dated Kentucky rifle of record 
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is 1702. There were many other New England makers, some never listed, whose 
arms we have owned. Major Renwick is now completing a book which will 
give exact information about these early Colonial rifles, information which has 
never been available before. We do not know the exact publishing date at 
this time, but will be glad to book your order. There will be two volumes. 


R-1 Very rare New England Colonial military rifle by Waldren. There are 
two Waldrens listed in Gardiner’s book. One was in business in Ports- 
mouth, N. H. about 1670, the other in Boston at about the same time, 
so there is no way of telling which Waldren made this rifle. There is 
a very faint stamped hall mark on the barrel near breech that looks 
like “DW,” but this may have been a son of one of the other makers. 
There is a number on top of the barrel 170, probably another cipher 
was omitted; it looks like a 1700 date which would be about right. This 
rifle is 56 inches O. A. with 42” 65 caliber barrel now rifled only for a 
few inches at the muzzle, the rest of the barrel has been either shot 
out or bored out at some time. Very early American rounded lock 
with long point with gooseneck cock and with a Frizzen that has 
been worn and re-faced.

REVOLUTIONARY FLINTLOCK MUSKETS 


While the common arm used on both sides in this Revolution was the Brown 
Bess flint musket, a great many French Model 1763 and 1777 muskets were 
used, as we bought many thousands from France. The ones which are proved 
as actually issued are stamped “U. S.” either on the lock or barrel or both, and 
sometimes they have “U. States’ branded in the butt stocks. Many committee 
of Safety muskets were used, as contracts were made with small arms makers 
all over the Colonies in 1775 and 1776 after England put the embargo on arms. 
These Committee of Safety arms are now very rare and valuable. 

We have listed several Revolutionary muskets under Foreign Flint and Percus- 
sion shoulder arms. The two Charleville muskets which are listed undoubtedly 
were used here in this country and saw service in the Revolutionary War. 





U. S. FLINTLOCK MILITARY SHOULDER ARMS 


The first U. S. military flintlock musket was the 1795 model made at the Spring- 
field Armory. It was modeled after the 1763 French flintlock musket which was 
considered the best military musket of the period. Harpers Ferry Arsenal started 
work in 1802, making a slightly different model. The 1795 Springfield was not 
dated until 1799 when the date was stamped on the heel of the butt plate. They 
began dating the locks in 1802. 


K-69 Model 1795 U. S. Springfield flintlock musket dated 1804. The original 
military stock has been trimmed down as apparently some former 
owner wanted to use it as a fowling piece.

U. S. MILITARY CARTRIDGE RIFLES 


After Gettysburg, the Union Salvage Corps picked up 36,000 muzzle loading mus- 
kets from the battlefield. Of these, 12,000 were found to contain two or more 
loads. One was loaded nearly to the muzzle. It was estimated that about 35 
percent of the Infantry were not firing at all, as they forgot to cap their pieces. 
After getting this proof of failure, the brass hats decided that perhaps there was 
some merit in the breech loader after all, for the soldier couldn’t get but one 
cartridge in the breech at a time. After the war, proposals were sent out for 
breech loading arms and many models and alterations were submitted. The 
Allin Alteration was adopted and became the Springfield B L rifle, model 1865, 
calibre 58 R F and using the same barrels, stocks and altered locks of the 1861 
model muzzle loading rifles. 


W-38 Rare Joslyn alteration of the Civil War Springfield using an entirely 
new barrel calibre 50/45 R F. The same breech block turn-over action 
that was used on the earlier Joslyn arms.

THE KENTUCKY RIFLE 


Product of American genius, born of necessity, it astonished the world with its 
accuracy. It won the Revolutionary War and secured our frontiers. Made in 
small back country gunshops with primitive tools, it emerged a truly unique 
American weapon.

WHEEL-LOCK ARMS 


The principal of obtaining a spark from striking flint and steel to discharge a 
firearm was first used in the wheel-lock ignition. Invented early in 1500, the 
wheel-lock was very similar to the match-lock, but was discharged by what may 
be described as the first mechanical method. A hammer held a piece of pyrites 
against a grooved wheel which was wound against a spring clockwise, a key or 
spanner being used for this purpose. When the trigger was pressed, the grooved 
wheel revolved at speed, sending a stream of sparks from the pyrites into the 
flash pan. The wheel-lock. was considered a fairly reliable weapon and by 1580 
Germany was producing all steel wheel-lock pistols. The rifling of barrels had 
by then been invented, and rifled wheel-locks were not uncommon. |
